WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Rejec- 
tien by House and Senate military 
committees of War Department pro- 
posals for a regular army of 576,000 
officers and men appeared practi- 
cally certain tonight, when Chair- 
man Wadsworth predicted that the 
Senate committee would fix the 
atrength at about 280.000. The House 
committee has already agreed tenta- 
tively on «a similar programme. 

Senate subdcommitiee hearings on 
the bill were concluded today, while 
the House committee took up ques- 
tienes an to the future of Na- 
tlenal Guard. 

MAKES RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Military Policy Committee of 
the American Legion explained to 
the subcommittee today recommen- 
dations of the organization as formu- 
lated at its recent convention in Min- 
neapolis. Other witnesses were Col. 
Abel Davis, Chicago, Illinois National 
Guard, and Maj.-Gen. John F. 
O’Ryan of the New York National 
Guard, while the House committee 
heard Col, R. H. Gillette, Troy, N. Y. 
ef the National Guard Association. 

Under the Legion's recommenda- 
tions only a sufficient standing army 
for police and overseas garrison pur- 
poses should be provided. Universal 
military training for boys from i158 
to 20 years of age and « general 
staff “liberalized by an admixture of 
citizen officers” were recommended. 
Continuance of the present officers’ 
training camps and a separate de- 
partment of aeronautics also were 
favored.
